IS HERE!,..The hay that was promised to Coffee County Cattle Farmers to help them sus- 
tain their cattle through the drought has arrived and will continue to do so eekly. Tuesday 
morning, Alabama National Guard tractor-trailer units from a transportation company based in 
Georgiana, Ala, arrived at the Farm Center in New Brockton loaded with 115 rolls of hay. The 
hay came from Philadelphia, Miss. Stan Windham, an agent with the County Extension Ser- 
vice, was on hand to show the guardsmen where to unload the hay, Ina cooperative effort, 
men and equipment from the Coffee County Highway Department assisted with the unloading, 
and then remained to help load farm trucks which began to line up soon after the hay arrived, 
Cotfee County had 85 cattle farmers to sign up to receive hay.

Buy and break in ne 
boots before hunting 
season 


With lawns turning brown and crops dying in the fields, it’s hard to 
think about buying winter footwear, But now is the time to purchase those 
new boots and get them broken in before hunting season starts, 

A big game guide from Colorado says he gets hunters every year that 
show up with a new pair of boots that they have barely tried on before 
heading out west to climb rocky slopes and hike for miles every day. Sore 
feet and blisters are usually the results of such poor planning. 

loday’s sportsmen have more choices in footwear design and material 
than has ever been available, Most boot companies, aware of the growing 
demand for women’s boots, now offer boots designed specifically for the 
sportswoman, Previously the ladies had to buy small men’s or male youth 
boots that left a lot to be desired. 

All leather boots are still very popular, but leather/fabric and all fabric 
boots are selling well. Most leather boots are made from cowhide, as it is 
sull the most economical leather to make boots from, Boarhide is 
extremely durable but usually has a rough appearance that many buyers 
object to, Kangaroo leather is also very durable in relation to its’ light 
Weight, but is fairly expensive. 

All fabric boots, usually made from nylon fibers such as Cordura, offer 
the sportsmen long lasting boots at reasonable prices. Cordura boots are 
usually lighter than leather ones and are cooler in summer. They are 
offered in many camo patterns and have the added advantage of needing 
less “breaking in” than leather boots, 

Insulation is a primary concern when buying boots that will be worn in 
cold weather, especially if one does a lot of stand hunting. Micro fibers 
such as Thinsulate, Thermoloft and other synthetic insulation material pro- 
vide loft that results in the creation of dead air space that retains body 
heat. These fibers are usually offered in varying thick nesses such as 200, 
400, 800, and 1000-gram weights. Higher numbers indicate more insula- 
tion. 800 gram boots are fine for sitting in a tree stand on a cold January 
morning but can get uncomfortably hot when walking any distance in mild 
weather. 200 or 400 gram weight will usually be warm enough in south 
Alabama. 

Waterproofing is another concern when buying boots for outdoor use. 
Gore-Tex and similar membrane liners have been a blessing to the out- 
doorsman. Gore-Tex liners consist of a membrane that prevents water 
molecules from entering, but allow water vapor to escape. This results in 
a waterproof boot that sull “breathes”. 

Now is the time to buy those new boots and begin breaking them in. 
Start with short walks around the neighborhood, and then progress to sevy- 
eral mile hikes. The old cliche repeated by hundreds of military drill 
sergeants is as true today as when it was first coined. “Take care of your 
boots and they will take care of you”.

Finally, a question concerning a 
medical bill (approximatels 
$2,500) on an inmate from the City 
of Elba arose and Sheriff Ben 
Moates who was at Monday 
meeting Was asked to comment on

Commissioner Westbrook told 
the sheriff that the City of Elba says 
It Was negligence on the part of the 
sheriff's department that their pris 
oner was injured. She ask him if he 
wanted to address that issue 

“Unfortunately, we have things 
that happen down there {at the jail] 
quite often that we don’t want to 
happen that are sometimes beyond 
our control,” said Sheriff Moates 
“And, I would have to say that 
probably this would fit in that cate 
gory also.” 

The sheriff briefly described the 
incident as he was aware of it, He 
told commissioners that the inmate 
was placed in the day room area ot 
the isolation cell block since all the 
cells in that block were occupied at 
that time by other prisoners 
Moates said the inmate was very 
unruly and was “talking loud - talk 
ing abusively to the other inmates.” 
He went on to explain that some 
Way, One of the inmates in the cells 
got out (due to a faulty locking 
mechanism) and had an altercation 
with him which caused him to 
require medical treatment 

The sheriff, in response to West- 
brook’s question, said he had not 
prepared an official response to the 
allegation from Elba since he had 
only just received it. There seems to 
have been some breakdown in com- 
munication since County Adminis- 
trator Wilson Mobley said he had 
prepared the letter to Sheriff 
Moates about two weeks ago, 

Commissioner Stephens 
expressed concern that “mechanical 
problems with the ceil locks still 
existed.” 

After several minutes of discus 
sion with the sheriff, Stephens 
made a motion that the sheriff give 
the commission a monthly report 
on the mechanical and physical 
condition of the jail. The motion 
passed unanimously, 

“This is for your own benefit 
not just for us,” Stephens comment 
ed to the sheriff, “If something is 
wrong, we need to know about it. It 
a fellow can get out of one cell and 
£0 into another one, something 
needs to be done about it.” 

Commissioner Dalrymple told 
the sheriff that if he had a [mechan- 
ical] problem that needed immedi- 
ate attention and the county muinte 
nance personnel could not get to it 
immediately, the chairman had the 
authority to get outside help. He 
suggested that he contact Chairman 
Lewis. 

As to the payment of the medical 
bill on the Elba inmate, it was
